The successful event yesterday of lay- 
ing the coi ner stone of tho Royal Pro- 
vincial Jubilee Hospital is 11 matter of 
congratulation to tho whole community. 
Tho various incidents in the progress of 
the undertaking sineo the first meeting 
in the hoard of trade rooms in the early 
part of 1887 until now are fresh in the 
minds of our readers, and it is not neces- 
sary hero to recount tho difficulties and 
oppositian that had to bo overcome in 
order to bring the schome to its present 
gratifying stage. As is well known, 
tho provincial government generously 
offered to subscribe 920,000 if a 
like sum was contributed by 
tho public. It was prophesied that 
Victorians would not furnish tho neces- 
sary amount, but this proved erroneous, 
and it is some time since the $20,000 
wore subscribed, and oven a greater 
sum than that was secured. This was 
accomplished by persistent effort, and 
there is little doubt that any further 
sum that may be required will also bo 
cheerfully provided. Tho Royal Hospi- 
tal proporty on Pandora street is now 
in the hands of the committee for dis- 
posal, and it in expected that will 
add considerably to the funds of 
the Jubilee Hospital. The city 
of Victoria bus not as yet donated a 
sum in aid of tho hospital, but it is an- 
ticipated that a good amount will soon 
l>o voted for that purpose. Altogether 
the present position of the hospital fund 
is most cheering, and the greatest diffi- 
culties having been surmounted, it is 
reasonable to predict that all future con- 
tingencies will bo met with like success. 

And here, it is but just to pay a tri- 
bute to the energy and business ability 
of the President and Secretary, and the 
working committee of the organization. 
They have taken every precaution, made 
ovory exertion to secure a successful 
termination of the work, and have put 
their hands deep in their pockets in 
order to do so. It would perhaps be 
unfair to make any special mention 
of any particular number of that 
committee, but they and all others con- 
cerned will agreo that too much praise 
cannot bo bestowed upon the indefatig- 
able honorary secretary, Mr. William 
M. Chudley. Ho was one of the first, 
if not tho first, to propose that the mem- 
orial of the Queen's jubilee should take 
the form of a hospital, an institution 
that was very much needed in this city 
and province. Mr. Chudloy was ap- 
pointed secretary at the preliminary 
meeting, and be has carried on tho work 
pertaining to that office ever since. Only 
those who know what has been done can 
fully appreciate the earnest labor and 
unselfish interest that the honorary sec- 
retary lias bestowed upon tho project. 
The arrangements of all general and 
committee meetings and everything else 
connected with the matter have been 
Looked after by him, and the 
books and accounts carefully 
and faithfully kopt . Of the 
pleasing and interesting ceremony yes- 
terday it was bis care to arrange the 
details, and. to-day he can look back 
with a great ileal of satisfaction to work 
well begun and well concluded. There 
is still much to accomplish, but tho most 
important part of the undertaking is 
completed. However, there is no 
doubt the committee and its worthy 
president and secretary will not cease 
their labors until tho Royal Jubilee 
Hospital is erected, furnished and well 
started on its career of charity and use-

TUB CEREMONY. 

Easter Monday was fixed upon for the 
interesting ceremony of laying the cor- 
ner stone. Owing to the unfavorable 
weather*- in the morning, however, it 
was thought best to postpone the cere- 
mony until the day following, yesterday 
the 23d inst. The weather then was all 
that could be desired. It was neither 
too hot nor too cool; and while the 
clouds were u littlo dark for a time, 
their threatening aspect did not prevent 
upwards of l",o(>0 people from assemb- 
ling promptly at the appointed hour to 
witness the laying of the stone. 

From Cadboro Bay road the rising 
walls of the new hospital presented a 
pleasing picture, decorated as they were 
with bright bunting and the Hags of all 
nations. Many visitors were on the 
scene an hour or more before the ap- 
pointed time, anxious to avail them- 
selves of the opportunity afforded of 
seeing how far the work had progressed, 
and of forming an idea for themselves 
of what the completed structure would 
be like. The site of the hospital is 
well-chosen. A few hundred yards 
back from Cadboro Bay road, standing 
on a fine elevation and commanding a 
view of the blue straits and the 
towering peak of old Mount Baker be- 
yond, the hospital possesses a situation 
of rare scenic beauty and sanitary 
advantage. It is reached by a 
drive of about two miles over 
one of the most beautiful roads in Cana- 
da, and is far enough away from the 
life anil bustle of tho city to ensure that 
i('.iiet winch is so necessary to the sick. 
About twenty-four acres of cultivated 
land comprise the hospital grounds, the 
buildings being situated near the road. 
The administration block, in tho centre, 
is the only one of the buildings more 
than one story in height. It is fifty- 
three feet square, and contains recep- 
tion rooms, dining rooms and offices for 
tho hospital stall". Three stories in 
height, with basement, it will when 
completed present a tine appearance 
from the road. At the west of tho ad- 
ministration block, which faces the 
south, are the medical and UUrgical 
wards for male patients, as well as a 
number of private wards, nurses' rooms, 
bath rooms, lavatories, conveniences, 
etc., etc, Tho male witrds are connected 
with tho administration block by a long 
corridor, and are each 120 feet in length 
by 44 feet in width. Tho corridor, 350 
feet in length, extends from the admin- 
istration block each way, and connected 
with it are two day rooms for the pa- 
tients, one on each side of tho administra- 
tion block. At the extreme eastern end of 
the corridor is the female ward, and fe- 
male private wards, the building being 
12(1 feet long by 44 wide, furnished and 
fitted up in a similar maimer to the male 
wards. Tho entire building is of brick 
and stouo, with the oxcoption of the cor 
ridors, which are of frame. It is to be 
well ventilated, and heated by steam, 
each block of buildings containing sep- 
arate furnaces. All the appointments 
uro of the most modern and approved 
designs, and apparently nothing has 
been forgotten that would help to make 
tho hospital worthily fulfil the charitable 
purposes for which it is being erected. 
The architect is Mr. John Teaguej tho 
contractors, Messrs. Elford & Smith; 
painter. Mr. R. Lottlco! plasterer, Mr. 
John Drake; plumbers, Messrs. Bradon 
it Stamford. 

For tho accommodation of the public 
yesterday, a platform, about lao feet 



square, was erected over the foundation:! 
of the administration building, with 
tiers of seats on eit her side. The cor- 
ner stone of the north-east corner of tho 
block, appeared in the centre of a square 
pit, carpeted withcrimson, between the 
spectators' seats and towards the east- 
ern end of the platform. 

Shortly after two o'clock the hand of 
II.. M.S. Swiftsure and the guard of 
honor, consisting of 100 bluejackets, 
under the command of Lieut. ECingsford, 
with Sub-Lieut. Koss and Midshipman 
Sharpe as right and left guide, inarched 
on the ground and took their places 
upon the platform. The bluejackets 
were then put through the naval drill, 
executing every movement with the 
precision and quickness of British 
sailors. 

At two-thirty o'clock Mrs. Nelson, 
attended by the Lieut. -Governor's 
private secretary, Mr. Herbert Stanton, 
arrived, and was received by the presi- 
dent, T. R. Smith, Esq., W. M. Ohud- 
dley, Esq., secretary, and Hon. Jno. 
Robsoii, Hon. J. II. Turner, Mr. Justice 
Crease, Mayor Grant, ex-Mayor Fell, 
Messrs. R, P. Rithet, Kobt. Ward, Alex. 

Wilson, Dr. Davie, Joshua Davies, E. A. 
McQuado, J. 1). Warren, C. Wayward, 
ami J. S. Yates, members of the com- 
mittee, and Mr. VV. S. (lore, surveyor- 
general, who occupied seats on the 
plat form, the blue jackets presenting 
arms and the band playing the National 
Anthem. 

The band of the Swiftsure then played 
a delightful medley of operatic airs, and 
the hymn "The Heavens are Telling," 
by Haydn, was well sung by the chorus 
of (100 school children, under the joint 
direction of Prof. Sharpe and Mr. 
OQoriiaus.

Thomas R. Smith, Ksq., president of 
thj committee, then delivered the fol- 
lowing address, before the silver trowel 
was handed to Mrs. Nelson: 

THE PRESIDENT s ADDRESS. 

Madam, -On behalf of the committee, 
it is'lliy pleasing duty lo thank you most 
cordially for your attendance hero to- 
day, to lay the corner stone of the Pro- 
vincial Royal Jubilee Hospital, a struc- 
ture now in process of erection to com- 
memorate t he jubilee of Her Most Gra- 
cious Majesty, Oueen Victoria. 

That auspicious event, IIS you are 
aware, was celebrated in June, 1SS7, 
and was the occesion, throughout the 
length and breadth of her Majesty's do- 
minions, of a spontaneous and over- 
whelming outburst of loyalty and love to- 
wards the thronearid person of ourgracioiis 
Queen, such as perhaps the world had 
never before witnessed. 

Ll this grand expression of feeling — 
the going out of the heart of a mighty 
nation to a much loved sovereign — it is 
well known to you. Madam, the people 
of British Columbia were not behind 
their fellow subjects, and ill the fulness 
and gladness of their hearts, resolved to 
perpetuate the memory of so glorious an 
event by the founding of some lasting 
memorial of the 50th year of her Most 
Gracious Majesty's roign. 

This resolve, after full consideration, 
took the shape of better hospital accom- 
modation in this city, it being generally 
felt that in no more appropriate manner 
could a grateful sense of one of the most 
endearing of Her Majesty's many noble 
qualities of heart and mind, namely, 
Her Majesty's constant and tender soli- 
citttlde for the welfare of the sick and 
lldlicted, be conveyed to those who 
should follow in the years to come. 

The history of the Provincial Royal 
Jubilee Hospital may be said to date 
from a meeting of the Board of Directors 
of the present Royal Hospital, held in 
the month of February, 1887— the Jubilee 
year — at which it was painfully ap- 
parent that the accommodation afforded 
at that institution was totally inade- 
quate to meet the urgent needs of the 
growing population ol the province; the 
site and sanitary arrangements of the 
premises, moreover, were considered 
such as to admit of great improvement. 

Under these circumstances, the direc- 
tors felt it incumbent on them to endea- 
vour by every means in their power to 
provide something better without de- 
lay, and I need not state with what feel- 
ings of gratification and thankfulness the. 
happy result in the proceedings of to- 
day is being witnessed by them. 

i)n the 'Jlst of February, IS87, an In- 
fluential meeting of citizens was held at 
the Board of Trade rooms in this city, 
presided over by my late lamented pre- 
decessor, Mr. Alex. McLean, at which 
the subject was fully discussed, and a 
committee elected, who in turn appoint- 
ed a deputation to confer with the Pro- 
vincial Government with the view of 
ascertaining to w hat extent, if any, the 
Legislature would assist in the good 
work, the result being that the sum of 
$20,000 was promised, provided the 
public subscribed a corresponding 
amount. 

A general appeal was thereupon made 
to the inhabitants of the province, with 
the gratifying result that, in June last, 
the committee were in a position to 
claim the fulfillment of t he promise made 
by the Government, and to call for plans 
ill the first instance, and subsequently 
for tenders for the erection of the pro- 
posed new building. 

The important question of site caused 
the committee much anxiety, and I re- 
gret to inform you, madam, occasioned 
no little delay in proceeding with tho 
work.

An amendment was 
also made to the ell'ect that the minister 
of justice shall not bo empowered to sur- 
render a criminal unless a gurantee be 
given that tho person surrendered be 
tried for the offence for which he is sur- 
rendered and no other. The jurisdiction 
of the mounted police was made applica- 
ble only to the provinces adjoining the 
territories and not to the whole dom- 
inion. 

There was a ministerial caucus this 
morning, and as a result, the proposal 
to increase the judges' salaries will be 
dropped. 

The anti-combines bill has passed its 
third reading.

the Far North. 



A Journey or I'eril ami Hardship-Tlie 
Oriinil Waterfall 011 Hay Klver, 
which Surpasses Niagara. 



San Fkancisoo, April 23. — Lord 
Lonsdale, who arrived here this morn- 
ing by the steamer Bertha from Alaska, 
told the following story of his journey 
to a reporter this afternoon: "I left 

England on the 20th Feb., ISss, for 

New York. My object was not to go 
to the North Pole, as stated, lull purely 
to explore the islands in the Arctic 
ocean and study the birds and animals 
to be found there. From New York 1 
went to Montreal. It was the middle 
of March before I got to Winnipeg, 
having been detained three weeks by a 
snow litorm. On the 20thofthat month 
I went to Troy, where 1 hired horses 
and sleds, and' travelled to Prince Al- 
bert, a distance of three hundred 
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miles, the journey 
Then I went to '( 
further, covering the w, 
mainly through a dense 
week. From this point 1 
servant with all my luggai 
ing one change of clothes, 
time 1 have had no change 
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to use native furs. 1 had (i'J dogs and 
18 Indians with me. The weather was 
severe, sometimes

and in twenty-four hours it would rise 
to ,'iO' above. This made travelling ter- 
rible work, and kept us wet from morn- 
ing to night, tin May 7th we reached 
Athabasca Lake, 177 miles long, and 
lost ourselves two days in a fog. Dur- 
ing that time we were unable to sleep 
or cook anything, as we could gel no 
driftwood. It rained and snowed alter- 
nately all the time. For the next 800 
miles we had many difficulties, but were 
never more than four days at a time 
without food. We came across 
many Indians dead from starvation. 
Beached the tl rent Slave Lake oil June 
1 st, the ice being solid. The next point 
was Sulphur Bay, where our boat was 
caught between two blocks of ice and 
keptthoro for 28 days. Our Indians were 
terribly fatigued and lay down in the 
boat useless. Finally we got out to Hay 
River, where we saw the most beautiful 
waterfall in the world. It is horseshoe 
shaped, and has a sheer fall of two hun- 
dred feet, about one and a-half miles 
wide at the top, and one and three-quar- 
ters at the bottom. It is far 

MORE BEAUTIFUL Tit AN NIAXJAIW, 
Block utter block of ice, and iceberg 
after iceberg came whirling over ami 
down into the abyss below. We went 
to Peel river in the Hudson's Bay Com- 
pany's steamer. There we got a bout 
and with eight natives started for the 
Arctic. In August we reached Mel- 
ville Island, in latitude 75, the farthest, 
point reached north. Our course was 
then directed from Melville Island to 
Kodiak, Alaska. So intense was tin 
cold during the journey from there that 
all but 28 of the dogs died and several 
of the Indians were nearly frozen to 
death. I was obliged to walk over fif- 
teen hundred miles across Alaska, owing 
to the depth of snow, which in some 
places was eleven feet, making 
it impossible for the dogs to 
drag anything more than the sled:: 
with their loads of provisions. On tin 
lOlh of November we reached the 
Russian mission on the Yukon River, 
and after many more difficulties arrive'! 
at Kiltimo on the ot her side of Kodiuk, 
about the 12th of February. Owing, to 
the thickness of the ice it was Impossi- 
ble for the boat to arrive from Kodiak 
until nearly a month later." Lord 
Loimdale will stay but a few weeks in 
this city, going to New York bp way ol 
Winnipeg. He is obliged to be in 
England by the 1st of June, at which 
time the Border regiment, Her Majesty's 
troops, of which lie is tho major, i..

ST. GEORGE'S DAY. 

The KuglislmiPii of British Columbia 
Unite to Celebrate tho Anniversary 
of England's Patron Saint. 

The twenty-third of April, St. 
George's Hay, so long us the English 
race remains, will never pass without 
worthy recognition wherever it may find 
the sons of St. George. British Colum- 
bia's sturdy pioneers, many of whom 
claim Memo England as their mother 
laud, regard St. George's Day, as the 
day which they most delight to honor, 
and as each succeeding year rolls by, the 
evening of April 23 always finds the 
true Britons of the Pacific Province 
gathered at the festive board to cele- 
brate in royal manner the anniversary of 
England's patron saint. 

Last evening, the Hash of light and 
the sound of merry voices and sweet 
music from within, told that tho spa- 
cious dining room of the Clarence Hotel 
was the scene of the annual banquet, 
where upwards of seventy-live Sons of 
St. George had assembled to enjoy the 
hospitality of Mine Host Anderson, and 
pond a few hours in fraternal COIl- 
iviality. 

At the head of the double row 
of tables sat the worthy 
sident of St. George's Society, 
C. E. Redforn, at his right Mayor 
Grant, and at his left that genial soul, 
Major Peters. The vice-president, Mr. 
(i. Powell, occupied the seat of honor at 
the foot of the right table. 

Uter the tables had been cleared of 
their tempting spread of good things, 
the president, Mr. Redfern, read letters 
of regret at their inability to attend 
from Lieut. -( lovernor Nelson, Capt. 
Hamtnet of II. M.S. Swiftsure, Com- 
tnder Clarke of H.M.S. Espiegle, 
pi. Annesley of H.M.S. Icarus, 
, -Col. Holmes, Cot Stevens and Mr. 
M. W. T. Drake, and called for the 
toast, most dear to the English heart — 
Her Majesty the Queoll. 

The glasses were drained and the 
toast was honored enthusiastically, the 
orchestra playing the National Anthem. 

Next followed in rapid succession the 
healths of the Prince of YVales and 
Royal Family, the President of the 
United States, and the Governor- 
General of Canada, the latter toast pro 
posed by the vice-chair.

This meant, we 
suppose, thai he wished to force them 
to vote against the Government Would 
the British Columbia members be " in 
an awkward position" if, in endeavoring 
to further the interests of their province, 
they voted against the Government 1 If 
Mr. Davies' amendment was a good one, 
calculated to advance the welfare of 
this province, w hy should any British 
Columbia member, before he voted for 
it, wait to see whether the Government 
favored it or not ? Are British Colum- 
bia members bound to vote for all Gov- 
ernment measures, irrespective of the 
bearing which those measures may 
have on the interests of British Colum- 
bia V Ami arc they in duty bound to 
vote against every tiling proposed by the 
Opposition » We think not. We are 
decidedly of opinion if any member of 
British Columbia supported the Govern- 
mentin doing an injustice to Ids pro- 
vince he would be unfaithful to the 
trust reposed in him by his constituents.

Oavies' proposal was right and neces- 
sary from a British Columbian point of 
view, British Columbian members 
should have supported it without troub- 
ling themselves as to how their vote 
would be regarded by the Government 
or any number of its members, That 
it was right appears from the course 
which the Government lias taken with 
respect to the Pacific steamers. If the 
Government had stipulated that those 
steamers Bhould call at Victoria and 
made that stipulation part of the eon- 
tract, the steamers would be compelled 
to call at this port on their inward and 
outward voyages. The Company would 
no doubt raise objections and evince 
great unwillingness to do that measure 
of justice to the principal port of the 
province. But rather than lose- the 
subsidy it would give in. ll appears to 
us that it Mr, Davica did not move this 
resolution or one of the same purport, a 
British ( tolnmbin member ought to have 
done so. Its being moved by a British 
Columbia member and supported by 
British Columbia rrfembers, would have 
convinced tho flovernment that they 
are thoroughly in earliest and that their 
request to bine the steamers call at 
Victoria is no mere show of zeal made 
for the sake of appearances and to keep 
themselves right with I heir constituents. 
When a member contents himself with 
merely protesting against his constitu- 
ents or his province being treated un- 
fairly, ami then immediately gets into 
party traces again and supports the 
Government, that has refused his prov- 
ince what be believes ought to have 
boon granted to it. through thick and 
thin, his constituents cannot be regarded 
as uncharitable if they doubt the sin- 
cerity of the /.eiil in their service which 
he professes. Talk is cheap. It is tin 
votes that tell. The member who re- 
fuses to vote against his party when he 
believes it is doing wrong is not fit to 
occupy a representative position. Party 
is a superstition with that man. He 
worships a mere name. This is not how 
members of the Imperial Parliament act, 
The independence which English mem- 
bers evince must astonish Canadian poli- 
ticians, tin- beginning an,! the end 
of whose creed is, "I'lillow my 
leader." When a number of Mr. 
Gladstone's followers became con- 
vinced thai he was pursuing an im- 
proper eour-e with regard to Home Rule 
they did nol hesitate to vote against 
him and his Government- and when he 

continued advocating what they be- 
lieved to be a policy injurious to the in- 
terests of the empire I hey did not 
SOrupJc to unito with his opponents to 
defeat him, and when they had driven 

hi in from now or, I n I in in - 1 he alliance to 

prevent Ilia return to oltice. The Libera] 
Unionists had no superstitious reverence 



for tho name "Liberal." What is seen 
in this instance on a largo scale bikes 
place every session in the British Par- 
liament on a sturdier scale. Intelligent 
men, who hive strong convictions do 
not consider that they are in an "awk- 
ward position" when they vote against 
the party to which, they belong, it 
being, as they behove, in the w rong. 
When there is a little more of this kind 
of Independence in the Parliament of 
tho Dominion the country w ill he better 
governed than it is. 

When the lcador of a Government can 
count upon the support of the whole 
contingent from a province, no matter 
how ho treats it, he will pay very little 
attention to their requests, let them be 
ever so reasonable; and the more sub- 
servient they grow the more careless he 
becomes. It is not often that a member 
is in an awkward position when he fear- 
lessly docs what he knows to be his duty, 
but the member who dodges votes and 
who exhausts his ingenuity in trying to 
make his allegiance to his leader appear 
to be consistent with his duty to his 
constituents, is often in an exceedingly 
awkward position. The attempt to 
serve two mastr- s is as vain now as it 
was two thousand years ago. Owing to 
an oversight on the part of Mr. Lattrfer, 
Mr. Davies' amendment was not put to 
ii vote, but if a division hud been called, 
wo trust that tho British Columbia mem- 
bers would, to a man, have been found 
loyal to the interests of their province. 



A PREPOSTEROUS CLAIM. 

The San Francisco News- Letter is one of 
tho brightest and most independent peri- 
odicals on the Pacific Coast. Its loyal- 
ty is above suspicion. It is for United 
States first, last and all I he time. Vet 
this patriotic journal condemns in clear 
and forcible terms the claim of the 
United States to exclusive jurisdiction 
over the waters of Behring's Sea. This 
is what it says of that subject in its issue 
of the 20th inst.: 

" Then we arc in a fair way to borrow 
trouble in the Behring's Sea. The Presi- 
dent has issued a proclamation warning 
all nations that vessels caught taking 
seals or other fur-bearing animals in that 
sea will be captured, confiscated and 
sold, and a ship of war is to he present 
to make good the warning. That the 
claim of the United States to the own- 
ership of that vast and open sea will be 
resisted goes without saying. We make 
it because Russia once did so before us. 
But the curious and at this time highly 
suggestive fact is that wo resisted, the 
pretense of Russia, and She substantially 
withdrew it. We insisted then, as 
other. nations will insist now , that ;i 
marine league from the shore marks l lit 
limit of each country's exclusive owner- 
ship of the high seas. To seize sealing 
vessels HiO miles from the nearest land, 
as we did last year, is to plunge into 
inevitable trouble. Secretary Bayard 
receded from his position then as Secre- 
tary Blaine will have to recede from his 
now. It is simply untenable. Then 
on the Atlantic wo have the Canadian 
fisheries disputes on our hands and a 
pretty kettle of tish it is. It has been 
horribly muddled and bungled. Partisan 
politics left it in a state of confusion 
which it w ill be very difficult to straigh 
ten out. The treaty negotiated o) 
Secretary Bayard was rejected in ordei 
to influence the presidential campaign 
Cleveland, in order to bid higher than 
the Senate, then issued his celebrated 
retaliation message, *nd how a raj 
preachment between the parties is to b 
brought about nobody seems able to 
tell. On the Atlantic side wo insist 
upon our right to tish inside Canadian 
bays, whilst on the Pacific side we claim 
the whole ocean. It is a curious preten 
don, especially as we are without a navy 
to support it." 

The inconsistency of the policy of tin. 
United States on both sides of the con 
tiueul cannot but strike every one who 
pays attention to the subject. On the 
east side, where the most valuable 
fisheries are near British territory, it 
insists on tho narrowest interpretation 
of the three-mile limit. On the west 
side, where it possesses valuable seal 
preserves it claims sovereignty over the 
whole ocean. Sensible United States 
citizens see the unfairness as well as the 
absurdity of this policy, and they have 
the honesty and the independence to 
give expression to their views. Their 
unqualified condemnation of the United 
States claim is v.. r y vt r ,,,,g evidence that 
it is untenable. They naturally look at 
the subject in the light most favorable to 
their country, and when, in spite ol 
their bias, they are compelled to come 
to the conclusion that it is altogether 
baseless, it is safe to predict that w hen 
it is examined by impartial men their 
decision will be against tho United 
States. 



SOUND TALK. 

Mr. Powderly, General Master of the 
Knights of Labor, has been in Eastern 
Canada lately, and he delivered speeches 
in Toronto and Ottawa, He seem.-, to 
lie a level-headed man. lie gave I be 
workmen and others who heard him 
good advice. Much of his Toronto 
speech was historical. He sketched tho 
history of the order of which lie is the 
head, and gavo an interesting account 
of its struggles, its triumphs and its re- 
verses. He is a zealous advocate of 
temperance, He looks upon whiskey 
as the workingman's worst enemy. He 
considers that strong drink is the worst 
of the three busses who want to take 
charge of the Knights of Labor, and he 
also believes it to be the greatest hind 
ranee to the success of tho Order. The 
Knights of Labor who are given lo 
drink give the organization a bad char- 
acter, and the Knights who are under 
tho influence of liquor aro the first to 
counsel violent measures and the most 
ready to listen to bad advice. Speaking 
of the evils of drink from the working 
man's point of view, he said: — 

One man recurs in particular to my 
mind. I saw him in his little home. 
There was a bare floor, no carpet, a 
tablo with three legs, the corner with no 
leg being nailed to the wall, four chairs, 
and tho man, his wife and four chil- 
dren ; no pictures, no paper on tho wall 
and scarcely any food in the house. His 
wife was preparing his dinner-pail for 
him to take to the mines. When I Went 
in they were surprised. I asked him to 
become a temperance man, He replied: 
"Oh, 1 get along all right," He gol 
along all rigid, but his family didn't. I 
want to show they did suffer. There is 
no workman's family in the world grow- 
lug Up at tho present day who do not 
require more of the comforts of home 
than I have pointed out lo 
you to-night. (Applause.) The 
man who drinks to excess and 
there are t housands of them, cannot per- 
form his duty to his wife and little 
ones, ami when I see the results you can- 
not blame me for becoming warm when 
I speak on whiskey. If there is any 
man in this audience who can point to n 
single good thing whiskey has done 1 
will take back every thing I have said. 
Show me anything it has done for the 
benefit of the poor, the elevation of 



science, the cause of religion or country, 
and I will take back everything. Chil- 
dren have been debauched, bomofi lev- 
elled to the ground, towns laid desolate; 
yes, and you can trace the fate of nations 
to the free use of whiskey. That being 
the case, why should not the Knights of 
Labor condemn it with all thoir might ? 
(Applause.) I have seen this in every 
State of the Union. I have seen it in 
the assemblies of the Knights of Labor. 
Why are you so few in this town ? It 
is probably owing to thin cause. Tt is 
because when so and so comes to the 
meeting he is always full, for until lie 
is full of rum he is ohvays empty. Ho 
then does not know enough to hold his 
tongue. Let the men go on strike any- 
where, and it is thu fellow who gets 
drunk who does the mischief. If there 
is: a man in the w hole community w ho 
docs drink he will be singled out and 
filled full so that he may do the dirty 
work. The papers then take it up — for 
everything now gets into the papers, 
and it is only right that it should lie ho 
— and it will bo said that the man who 
was drunk is a real representative of the 
cause of labor, and though he was the 
ninety-ninth man out of a hundred the 
Knights of Labor would all be con 
demited for that man's temporary in- 
sanity. 

This is wholesome talk, and how 
much truth there is in it every one who 
has lived long in this world in any sta- 
tion of life knows only too well. Mr. 
Powderly is an earnest advocate of edu- 
cation. He hates to see the education 
of the children of the working man 
neglected, lie is for this reason, as 
well as for others, opposed to child 
labor. On this subject he said : 

" Without proper education in the 
nineteenth century a boy stands at the 
mercy of every one who has. The com- 
petition of to-day is too great for people 
to grow up in ignorance. We desire 
thai the children of the poor shall be 
educated." 

If the Knights of Labor followed the 
advice of their General Master Work- 
man, there would be fewer labor dis- 
putes than then! are, and when they did 
occur they would hi- morn easily sett led. 
It is because numbers of them w ill not 
listen to his moderate and reasonable 
counsels that many disagreements 
between workmen and their employees 
arise and become aggravated into seri- 
ous troubles. Mr. Powderly professes 
in his official capacity to be guided by 
the precept "Thou shall love thy neigh- 
bor as thyself."

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BRKDEAIEYEK, VISITS TEXADA. 

His Men of the Island's Mineral W'orth- 
The Truth About Some of Texada's 
Minos and Miners. 

Dr. Brodomoyor, the well-known min- 
ing oxpert, returned on Saturday even- 
ing froniTexmln Island, where, lie in- 
formed a Colonist representative, lie 
had boon employed by the Texada Min- 
ing Company. Thi«"pom.paiiy% it will lie 
rememberedj recently bbuded twenty- 
five mints ou the island for §.">l),000. 

In these twenty-five mines, Dr. Bredo- 
meyer says, they have six really good 
mines — r l he (! olden Slipper, Caledonia, 
Silver Tip, Blue Bell, Viwar Eagle and 
(iroat Devon Console. 

The Golden Slipper ami Caledonia 
produce r'.i'li gold quartz, the vein beiilg 
fi ci ( ' : to four teet wide, hut the 
1\<V stl cik from which the gohl comes 
btillrg only from three to six inches in 
width. The pay-streak is tilled with 
honeycombed quartz impregnated with 
oxide of iron. Ju this quartz the gold 
appears either free or in pyrites. It 
cannot ho called free milling ore, but 
must be roasted. It is rich enough, how- 
ever, to still give handsome profits. 

The Croat Devon ami Viwar Eagle, 
veins are from two to live feet wide, con- 
taining rich copper ores, assaying from 
13 to .'i4 per cent, in copper, and from 
S-J to $12 in gold. The character of this 
ore is copper glanze, grain and red oxide 
of copper, copper pyrities, azurite and 
malachite. 

The lllue Bell and Silver Tip veins 
are from two to three feet w ide, with 
solid pnystreaks running parallel and 
close together, filling out the lode. This 
ore assays ■!."» per cent, of iron, a per 
cent, of lead, six to twelve ounces of 
silver, and from S.'l to $'.'4 in gold. 

On these six mines work is being vig- 
orously prosecuted, and several import- 
ant contracts have been let. All the 
other mines are merely undeveloped 
prospects — some more or less valuable, 
and ot hers upon which Dr. fcredemeycr 
says he does not care to express an 
opinion. 

Besides the mines forming the pro- 
perty of t he Texada Mining Company, 
Dr. Bredeuteyer while on Texada Island 
visited and examined upwards of fifty 
other prospects to satisfy his own cu- 
riosity. He found, he says, some very 
Valuable claims, and many worthless. 
His opinion is that a very large number 
of inexperienced men -green miners — 
have gone up to Texada, and located 
everything that, to them, looked like 
quartz ; or any kind of curious stone 
that they might come across, ledge or 
no ledge. 

Many of the Texada miners have done 
hardly anything in regard to develop- 
ment — in many cases nut even assess- 
ment work. What they call $100 as- 
sessment work, t lie Doctor says, could 
ho done by one man in a couple of 
days, and that one man wouldn't be 
overworked either. Another thing that 
he noticed during his visit, was that 
many of the specimens sent over by" the 
owners of different claims for assay 
did not come from their claims at 
all, but were without a doubt 
from the Golden Slipper. Salting has 
evidently been carried on to a very con- 
siderable extent. 

The foundation where the main min- 
eral deposits are situated, is triassie; 
and in such rock as limestone, lime 
shale, and ash-rock, crossed in all dir- 
ections by porphyry, grain stone and 
trap. There are on the island large 
deposits of magnetic iron, fully equal in 
quality to that produced by the Iron 
Company now at work, and as yet un- 
located. At the extreme south end of 
Gillie's Bay, coal and sandstone are ob- 
servable, and there can he no doubt 
that at that point a coal basin underlies 
the Island, with its apex on the main- 
land on one side; ami on Vancouver Is- 
land (already discovered) on the other. 

Texada Island is heavily wooded; and 
in the region where the minerals lie, 
abounds in mountains which reach an 
altitude at the highest, of 1500 feet. 
Transportation from the mines to the 
shore can he made easy, and with the 
waste rock from the mines, magnificent 
wharves can be built at little cost.

Mr. Justice Crease, one of the two 
surviving trustees of the old Royal Hos- 
pital, was called upon for a brief ad- 
dress, and after paying a short but elo- 
quent tribute to tho memory of the Into 
Hon. Kobt. Dunsinuir, he referred to the 
interest which he (Hon. Mr. Dunomuir) 
had taken in tho Jubilee Hospital and 
his desire to see the hospital completed 
and placed in the hands of an incorpor- 
ated body. He (Mr. Justice Crease) 
congratulated the committee upon the 
partial completion of their work, which 
they had now gathered to celebrate by 
tho laying of the corner stone. 

Mayor Grant was next called oil, and 
in an eloquent speech, commended the 
charity which led to the construction of 
the Jubilee Hospital. Charity he pro- 
nounced the most beautiful of all the 
heaven-born attributes which animates 
the human heart; the attribute which 
impels men toaot with kindness to their 
less fortunate fellows, and todo what they 
can to ameliorate the condition 
of those less fortunate than them- 
selves. It was the possession 
of this greatest of all the graces that 
led to the establishment of the great 
hospitals i.u Paris, tho oldest in Elirono, 
anil the ones that received the benefac- 
tion of many successive sovereigns of 
France. Iii Franco the maintenance of 
the hospitals was met entirely by the 
government; in this country it was 
different, the government contributing 
a port ion of the necessary funds, mid the 
people, by voluntary contribution, the 
remainder. He knew of no country 
where more feeling was shown for the 
sick or unfortunate than in British 
Columbia, or where better provision 
was mado for their comfort. (Cheers.) 
He urged upon all who could to contri- 
bute their mite, if they could do no 
more, and expressed himself as satisfied 
that the city council, now that 
they were enabled to do so by 
recent legislation, would devote as large 
a sum as possible toward tho completion 
ami maintenance of the Jubilee Hospital. 
He congratulated the various commit- 
tees on the success of their work. Few 
knew of the apparently unsurmountablo 
difficulties which had been overcome by 
the executive committee. Few knew of 
the immense amount of work that had 
been done by the one man, deserving of 
the greatest praise of all, the enthusi- 
astic, indomitable presistent and cap- 
able secretary, Mr. Chudloy. (Cheers). 
Never before had he ever known of any- 
one who so devoted himself to any work 
of charity as had Mr. Chudley.' (Ap- 
plause). " Of his (Mr. Chudley's) labor, 
only those of the committee, who knew 
what, the public really owed to him, 
could form a true idea. The success of 
the Jubilee Hospital project was due in 
no small measure to him and to his 
work. (Applause). The Jubilee Hos- 
piial, which he hoped soon to sec com- 
plete, Mr. Grant, in closing, said would 
remain an enduring monument not only
